MAYOR AND NOLTE FAVOR 
AIRPORT AT LAMBERT FIELD 


Officials Will Recommend to Aldermen That 
City Purchase 400 Acres — Price Is 
Estimated at $240,000. 


Purchase by the city of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field and a large 
adjoining area, making a flying 
field of about 400 acres, will be 
urged by Mayor Miller and Comp- 
troller Nolte, in a measure to be 


presented to the Board of Alder- 
men, 

Harold M. Bixby, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, today 
called at the City Hall and said 
that Albert Bond Lambert, owner 
of the present field, had obtained 
options upon the adjoining land 
needed in the Bridgeton vicinity. 
Announcement of the decision of 
the Mayor and Comptroller had 
been withheld until the options 
should be obtained. 

The city officials made their de- 
cision known to members of the 
Airport Committee at its meeting 
in the Mayor’s office Friday after- 
noon. Comptroller Nolte, whose 
position makes it necessary for him 
to Oppose Many proposed measures 
which involve expenditure of city 
funds, declared he was _ for the 
purchase of Lambert Field, and 
that the money would be found 
from municipal revenue, 

The Comptroller said he visited a 
number of Eastern cities during the 
summer, and found that all were 
planning airports. He found also 
a general belief, because of the 
Lindbergh flisht, that St. Louis al- 
ready had a major airport. 

He said the city could put prob- 
ably not more than $300,000 into 
airport development from munid- 


pal revenue, and that he would fa- 
vor extending the purchase of 
Lambert Field over five_years, by 
an installment plan like that used 
in te purchase of Fairground 
Park. If the field proves of less 
permanent value: for airport pur- 
poses than jis now expected, he said, 
it would fit into an outer park plan. 

Lambert recently offered his 
160-acre field to the city for $60,- 
000, which he estimated at one- 
half its value, and said he would 
sell at that price to the city only. 
The adjoining land will not be ob- 
tained at such a low price, and “t is 
considered likely that the city may 
have to pay an average of $600 an 
acre for the entire 400. acres to 
compose the enlarged. field, or 
$240,000. 

The report of B. Russell Shaw, 
airport expert, which was indorsed 
by the committee Friday, declared 
that Lambert Field should be pre- 
served, and enlarged by acquisition 
of sufficient property to the north 
and east to permit longer runways, 
so that the fic ld may be used by 
heavy aircraft under all weather 
conditions, 

This recommendation was addi- 
tional to proposals for airports 
nearer the downtown district, one 
on the East Side afid one on land 
proposed to be reclaimed from the 
Mississippi north of Bissell’s Point. 

‘mbert Field, Shaw said in his 
report, should be the “aerial round- 
house” for the National Guard fly- 
ing unit and for airplane manufac- 
turing ,repair and instruction pur- 
poses. 


THOUSANDS DEPAR 
FOR TUNNEY FlGhT 


Travel by Airplane, Train and 
Automobile—Five Specials 
to Leave Tonight. 


Drawn by the prospect of see- 
ing—probably from a distance— 
what promises to be one of the 
most notable fights in the history 
of pugilism, several thousand St. 
Louisans are flocking to Chicago 
by train and automobile for the 
Tunney-Dempsey fight at Soldiers’ 
Field tomorrow night. 

Even the airplane 
pressed into service in carrying 
fight fans to the ringside, or as 
near it as the remote control sys- 
tem of seating will allow.

The great bulk of the traffic to 
Chicago probably is by automobile, 
but there is no way of checking the 
number of traveling by that meth- 
od. Similarly none of the stay-at- 
homes seems to know whether the 
holders of seats on the edges of the 
huge bow! hav. heeded the advance 
suggestions that they take along 
field glasse and portable radio sets 
so that they can tell what is going 
on in the ring on the field. 

Four railroads to Chicago 
will carry about 3000 passengers to 
and from the fight. The exodus 
began yesterday and will continue 
tonight and tomorrow up to noon. 
The Chicago & Alton, which sold 
between 700 and 800 fight tickets, 
is carrying about 1000 passengers. 
Eight trains, including five specials, 
will leave Union Station tonight, 
loaded to éapacity with fight fans, 
and four more will be run tomor- 
row, 

The Wabash has sold 900 round- 
trip tickets, and, like the other 
roads, expects to sell more before 
the final fight train leaves. The 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois reports 
£*9 reservations 1p to today and 
the Lilinois Central about 500. All 
of the roads are running special 
Pullman trains tonight and tomor- 
row.

FLYERS GOT $1000 
FROM MAYOR ADAMS 


Elmer Kane and Henry 
Mundale Will Be Sen- 
tenced Tomorrow in U. S. 


Court at Danville, Ill. 


Special, to the Post-Dispatch. , 
DANVILLE, IIL, Sept. 21.—Two 


itinerant aviators, Elmer Kane 
and Henry Mundale, who were fly- 
ing through Southern Illinois when 
they became involved in the war- 
fare between the rival gangs of 
Charlie Birger and the Shelton 
brothers, today were convicted in 


Federal Court of interstate trans- 
portation of a stolen automobile, 

The automobile and $1000 cash 
were given the aviators'for bomb- 
ing “Shady Rest,” the Birger gang 
rendezvous, near Marion, Nov. 12 
last. 

The two men will be sentenced 
tomorrow. The case went to the 
jury late yesterday and the verdict 
was returned shortly before noon 
today. A motion for a new trial 
was overruled. 

In their testimony, both Kane 
and Mundale agreed upon the 
manner of their arrival at the 
home of Mayor Joe Adams in West 
City the night of Nov. 11. (Mayor 
Adams was later assassinated, a 
crime for which Charlie Birger is 
under death sentence and Art 
Newman, Ray Hyland and Harry 
Thomasson are sentenced: to life 
imprisonment.) 

Landed Near Benton. 

Flying from Sparta, the aviators 
made a forced landing on the out- 
skirts of Benton. Shelton gang- 
sters picked them up and drove 
them to the Joe Adams home, 
where a proposal was made that 
they fly over Shady Rest and bomb 
it. 

The aviators consented to do 
this because, so they testified, they 
feared for their lives if they re- 
fused.. They said the bombs were 
made that night in the house next 
door of Gus Adams, brother of 
Mayor Joe. 

Under the watchful eye of an 
armed gangster, Kane and Mundale 
spent the night in the Gus Adams 
house, which was bombarded at 2 
o'clock in the morning by Birger 
gangsters, machine-gun bullets 
flying above their heads as they 
lay on the floor. 

Given $1000 Cash. 

After dawn they were taken to 
the field where they had left their 
plane. They found it fueled and 
guarded by half a dozen gangsters. 
It was’ loaded sso heavily with 
bombs that Kane refused to take 
Mundale with him, declaring the 
plane would not carry more than 
the pilot, a gangster bomber, and 
the bombs. 

Accordingly, Mundale was paid 
$1000 in cash by Joe Adams and 
given an automobile, in which he 
left immediately for Burksville, Il., 
where their other plane was under- 
going repairs. 

Kane testified that ne flew over 
Shady Rest, while the gangster 
dropped a number of bombs which 
did no damage. After encircling 
the Birger camp to view the results, 
he flew to Duquoin, where he part- 
ed company with the gangster, 
known as Ray, and flew on.to join 
Mundale in Burkeville. 

Contradicting this story in part, 
Postoffice Inspectors Keefe and 
Teuer injected their testimony con- 
cerning the arrest of the Shelton 
brothers for the Collinsville mall 
robbery on the same morning as 
the bombing of Shady Rest. They 
testified that Kane and_ Bernie 
Shelton were found in the Gus 
Adams home and Car! Shelton tn 
the Joe Adams home. The inspec- 
tors said they at first mistook 
Kane for Satan Worsham, a fusi- 
tive gangster. They did not see 
Mundale 

Forged Bill of Sale. 

Kane and Mundale denied being 
with the Sheltons when the latter 
were arrested. They denied acting 
voluntarily in the bombing. They 
denied knowing the automo ile in 
the case had been stolen. 

The car was the property of 
Louis Castiglioni of St. Louis, then 
a resident of Herrin.. It was stolen 
from in front of a movie show in 
Herrin nine days before the bomb- 
ing. and was retovered last Feb, 28 
in Cedar Falls, Ia. the arrests of 
Kane and Mundale following.

Lysol poisoning, declared to have 
been accidental, ‘was a contributing 
cause of the death of Dr. Edward 
H. Higee, eye specialist, of 6359 
Waterman avenue, Parkview. 

The death certificate, signed by 
Dr. H.' W.* Soper; states tlrat 
Higbee died of “pneumonia, with 
lysol poisoning. accidental, as con- 
tributory.” 
ment, Coroner Vitt today signed the 
burial certificate, and no inquest 
will be held. Pneumonia, a natural 
cause, being stated as the immedi- 
ate cause of death, an inquest was 
held unnecessary. 

Dr. Soper said today that, ac- 
cording to his understanding of the 
circumstances, Dr. Higbee arose 
early: Saturday, intending to take 
a dose of ‘mineral water. By mis- 
take he drank from a bottle of the 
disinfectant fluid. 

Dr. Higbee was taken to S&t. 
Luke's Hospital and, according to 
Dr. Soper, the poison was eliminat- 
ed from his system, but he con- 
tracted pneumonia, which proved 
fatal yesterday. He was not suf- 
fering from pneumonia before tak- 
ing the poisonous draught. 

Lysol, a patented product, con- 
tains a large admixture of carbolic 
acid, and the smell of this acid is 
noticeable as soon as the bottle 
is uncorked, It comes in dark- 
colored bottles of varying sizes, dif- 
fering in shape as well as in ap- 
pearance from mineral water con- 
tainers. : 

Dr. Higbee was 53 years old Sat- 
urday. He was the son of a phy- 
sician, and a graduate of Wash- 
ington University Medical School. 
He was an assistant to Dr. H. L. 
Wolfner before establishing an in- 
dependent practice. He Was a 
member of the faculty of the St. 
Louls University Medical School, 
being assistant professor of opthal- 
mology. He was president of: the 
Medical. Alumni of Washington 
University, and a member of the 
staffs of several local hospitals. 
His offices were in the Metropolitan 
building 

The funeral services will be held 
at St. Michael and All Angels’ Epis- 
copal Church, Ellenwood avenue 
and Wydown boulevard, at 2:30 p. 
tm. tomorrow. Dr, Higbee is sur- 
vived by his tidow, Mrs. Lily Lam- 
mert Higbee, by his mother, Mrs, 
Annie Higbee, and a brother and 
sister.

PASSENGERS HAULED BY U. Ri 
DECREASED, REPORT SHOWS 


Expected Increase in, Revenpe for 

8-Cent Fare Not Realized for 

Period From duly 5., . . 

The United Railways transported 
2,053,802 fewer revenue passengers 
this summer than it did in the same 
period of 1926. 

A , report recently . compiled, 
showing revenue for the period 
from July ‘5 to Sept. 15 shows an 
increase of $107,877.41 over .the 
same period of last year, or 3.08 
per cent. 

‘It was July 56 when the fare in- 
crease from 7 to 8 cents, or two 
fares for 15 cents, was granted by 
the Public Sérvice' Commission. 
The commission calculated that

Mariot, Governor of the Invalides, 
the French Soldiers’ Home and 
Admiral Guepratte, one of France’s 
leading sea fighters, wearing the 
war cross with several palms. 
Burton E, Stevenson of _ the 
American Library Association told 
the delegates “every cloud over 
Franco-American relations has been 
blown away by the good whol*- 
some breeze of the Legion parade.” 
In the name of the French As- 
sociation des Croix de Guerre, Ad- 
miral Guepratte presented to the 
Legion a banner in the French 
colors with a cravate of the Stars 
and Stripes. 

“Whatever name you give it— 
banner, flag, or standard,” he said, 
“this emblem representes the soul 
of the fatherland. It is symbolic 
of th outpouring of French hearts 
to the legionnaires, to the Ameri- 
cans.” Speaking a few words in 
English, he added: “Honor and 
glory to the American army! Hur- 
rah for the Stars and Stripes for- 
ever!” 

As the delegates bounded to their 
feet, cheering, the venerable sea- 
man saluted and kissed the ban- 
ner. Then the most moving 
tableau of the convention thus far 
was presented when Mme. Guep- 
r-tte, dressed in white, came for- 
ward and with her uniformed hus- 
band stood at attention with the 
red, white and blue banner between 
them. 

Woodrow Wilson Honored, 
At last night’s banquet were as- 
sembled almost all the great 
French leaders, civil as well as mil- 
itary, with whom the American 
Expeditionary Force co-operated 
in the war. 

Before the speeches began, the 
gathering of 400 American and 
French drank “to e memory of 
Woodrow Wilson, Commander-in- 
chief of the American forces in the 
World War.” This act of homage 
Was proposed by the toastmaster, 
Gen, Milton J. Foreman. 

Savage was made a commandcr 
of the Legion of Honor at the con- 
clusion of his tribute to France. 
President Doumergue himself fast- 
ened the collar and cross about 
Commander Savage's neck and te 
commander, who is much taller 
than the French President, etooped 
far over io be kissed on both 
cheeks. 

In his speech Savage declared 
Lindbergh and Coli and Nungesser 
had linked the people of France 
and America perceptibly closer. 
Two French Ministers, M. Ley- 
fues and M. Painleve, paid their 
tributes to the American army in 
wartime and the American Legion 
of today. They both recalled Wood- 
row Wilson's thrilling speech that 
led the United States into war, the 
arrival of the first American troops 
and the promise of mure to come 
and the final fulfillment.

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COSGRAVE PLANS TO REMAIN 
IN POWER FOR YEAR AT LEAST 


Free State Government, Despite 
Slight Majority, Proposes to 
Float New Loan. 


By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 21.—President 
Cosgrave’s Free State,Government, 
despite the disappointing outcome 
of the Parliamentary elections, in- 
tends to carry on with the expec- 
tation of at least a year of life. In 
making this announcement, Ernest 
Blythe, vice president of the coun- 
cil, stated that a new loan will be 
floated in December. 

The ministers, all of whom were 
re-elected, are confident, it may be 
taken from this, that when the 
new Dail convenes Oct. 11 it will 
approve the continuance of Cos- 
grave cs president of the council 
and that he will accept the man- 
date. 

The Government’s majority, with 
the support of both the farmers 
and independents, would be only 
five, as Cosgrave, although elected 
for two constituencies, possesses 
only one vote. It is thought that 
in seeking to strengthen its posi- 
tion, the administration may try to 
attract the support of the Labor- 
ites, hitherto reckoned among the 
permanent opposition. 

Tom Johnson, the Labor leader, 
has criticised President Cosgrave’s 
action in calling the election as *‘a 
ghastly blunder.” ‘The Laborites, 
he was quoted as adding, would 
only support any party which fur- 
thered the Labor program. 

The position at the moment Is, 
thereforé, that Cosgrave is pre- 
pared to take the reins with a small 
majority if the Dail confirms him 
in the presidency. In the con- 
trary event, De Valera is ready to 
accept the post, 

Asked whether, if Cosgrave of- 
fered to turn the Government over 
to him, he would accept, De Valera 
replied: “I certainly would accept, 
and form a government. Why 
not?”

The latter was shot 
down in the notorious Strip Dis- 
trict of Pittsburg, where most of 
the election rioting occurred. Three 
men were in jail in connection with 
the killing of Rohan, who met 
death on the streets of Oakland, 
home district of Senator Coyne. 
The courts were kept busy all 
day settling disputes brought in by 
voters and election board officials. 
In oné instance Police Commis- 
sioner John Clancy and a patrol- 
man were jailed when they were 
alleged to have interfered with 
election officials. They were held 
in bond. Clancy said he arrested 
two of the election officials in 
question in connection with the 
killing of Faber.

DEMPSEY DENED 


Chicago Judge Refuses Plea of 
Coliseum Club for 
Injunction. 


By the Associated Prees. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—The last 
legal barrier threatening tomor-~ 
raw night’s. fight for the heavy- 
weight championship between 
Gene Tunney and Jack Dempsey 
was hurdiled safely late today when 
the injunction petition of the Col- 
jseum Club, which alleged it had 
a contract for Dempsey to fight 
Harry Wills, was denied. 

Judge Harry Fisher held that 
the “bénefits from an injunction 
at this time would be far inferior 
to the harm that would be done,” 

He told the Chicago Coliseum 
Club's attorneys to go into a court 
of equity for trial of its $33,000 
damage claim, 

The Dempsey-Wills contract, as 
well as the Marion County, Indiana, 
injunction, obtained last year to 
prevent Dempsey fighting Tunney 
at Philadelphia, had expired, Judge 
Fisher held. 

Defense attorneys declined to 
post $35,000 bond asked by Judge 
Fisher. . 

The Court sharply criticised the 
action and attitude of Dempsey and 
his counsel in refusing to post a 
$100,000 bond, as suggested yes- 
terday by Judge Fisher, which 
would have permitted the Court to 
continue the hearing until after 
tomorrow night’s Tunney-Dempsey 
fight in Soldier Field. Judge Fisch- 
er later reduced the sum of the 
proposed bond to $35,009. 

“I think the decision not to give 
the bond is ill-advised and that 
the defendant is committing a seri- 
ous mistake,” warned the Judge. 

“If you are going to put boxing 
or fighting above the law simply 
because counsel have no respect 
for an Indiana decree, you will also 
put boxing above ‘public senti- 
ment,” said Judge Fisher. 

Gives Chance to Comply. 

“Counsel should abide by a law 
whether they agree with it or have 
respect for it. J have given you 
an opportunity to abide which will 
not interfere with the fight.”

Gypsies Feast and Dance 
At Dupo Wedding Camp 


Romany Tribes of Mitchell and Ristick Cele- 
brate Forthcoming Marriage to Be Made 
According to the Ancient Rites. 


In the lee of a back-river bluff 
near Dupo, Ill, the Mitchell and 
Ristick tribes of the Romany peo- 
ple pitched their ;triped tents yes- 
terday and sat down to a gypsy 
feast of pork stew. 

Swarthy men with curled mus- 
taches, gaily clad women wearing 
necklaces of gold coins, sun- 
browned gypsy children fell to at 
the spread and laughed. It was 
the beginning of a celebration that 
is to end Sunday afternoon, when 
Mike, of the Risticks, and Annie, 
of the Mitchells, will be wed ac- 
cording to ancient tribal rites. 

EH Ristick, Mike’s father, once 
a horsetrader, is footing the Dill. 
As the dinner hour approached yes- 
terday he drove into camp ‘with a 
limousine load of pigs. He jumped 
out of the car, lifted a fat young 
porker by one ear and the tail, and 
trundled the pig to an oilcloth the 
women spread on the grass. 

Butchers Pig for Feast, 

‘George Mitchell, Who says he is 
champien of all Romany pusilists, 
whipped out a kitchen knife and 
slit the pig’s throat. The squeals 
had Hardly stopped before the 
gypsy prizefighter produced a gas- 
oline blow torch and set to burn- 
ing off the bristles. 

The women, their fingers heavy 
with rings, and some,wearing fur 
coats, the swarthy laughing men, 
the barefoct boys and girls with 
tousled hair and dirty cheeks, gath- 
ered in a ring as two elders of the 
tribe scraped with knives at the 
pig’s charred coat while George 
played the blow torch from tail to 


snout. 
When the coat had been scraped 


clean of bristles and washed with 
water from the nearby Falling 
Springs, George Mitchell cut it in 
half, then in quarters, then carved 
out hams, ribs, chops, and bacon 
chunks. From the tents came the 
women, their aprons or pots held 
out for portions. A dozen or more 
campfires were lighted and/to the 
pork was added garlic, celéry, car- 
rots, onions, tomatoes, paprika, 
red peppers, the dish known as ro- 
sala—gypsy mulligan. 

As the feast progressed, a mid- 
dle aged man with a large gold 
chain across his vest, moved from 
group to group ladling cupfuls of 


red liquid from a can, grape juice— 
unfermented, he said. 
Dancing Begins Today. 

The dancing begins today, but it 
does not get fast and furious un- 
til Sunday. Then comes the colo 
dance, in which the entire camp 
joins. And just for a touch of 
modernity there will be a Charles- 
ton contest at which, King John 
Costello says, the winner is to re- 
eeive a prize. That will be just 
before Mike and Annie are mar- 
ried. 

Annie, colorful in silks and 
shawls, possessor of many copper 
rings, will be given a gold coin by 
every family in her own and her 
future husband's tribe on the day 
of the wedding. 

The automobiles parked in the 
clearing near Falling Springs bear 
licenses from almost every State 
in the union. There are Romany 
folk in attendance from Georgia, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Michigan, 
Texas, Alabama, Florida, Illinois, 
Iowa, Missouri, Maryland. Most 
are no longer nomads, according to 
a spokesman for Costello. They 
are tinsmiths, farmers, lumber- 
jacks, mill-workers, even real es- 
tate agents when at home. But in 
the summer time comes the wan- 
derlust and annually each _ tribe 
calls together its own for an en- 
campment. 

From Serbia and Brazil. 

The Mitchell family is said to 
have come to this country shortly 
after the Civil War from the Ser- 
bian hills. The Ristick family at 
about the same time pushed north- 
ward to the United States from 
Brazil. Precursors of both fam- 
ilies journeyed all over North and 
South America with horse-drawn 
or oxen-drawn wagons, but fince 
9$15 the Gipsy caravans hava deen 
completely motorized. 

The Gipsy has not only kept 
abreast of transportation, he has 
cone in for American fraternal or- 
ders. 

“See,” said George Mitchell, 
nephew of Emil Mitchell, who from 
Washington directs the destinies 
of all the Romany people in this 
country, “see my card?” He held 
out a piece of pasteboard, declar- 
ing that he, George W. Mitchell, 


was an EIk.

He approached Judge Patton and 
asked if “‘Tichener is ready to make 
a settlement with me.” 

“I think the matter can be ar- 
ranged,” Judge Patton replied. 

“Well, I'm getting red of this 
delay,” Johnson shouted and drew 
a pistol. He fired a shot at Tich- 
ener, but the bullet went’ wild. 
Judge Patton jumped up from a 
table where he had been seated 
and ran for a door. As he fled, 
Johnson fired wildly around the 
courtroom and the jurist was 
wounded twice in the back and 
another bullet went through his 
arm, 

Johnson was overpowered by 
County Attorney Otto Martin and 
Clarence Martin, a magistrate, as 
he reloaded his pistol. 

Patton was rushed to a hospital 
where an operation was per- 
formed. Johnson was held in the 
Owensboro jail. Ralph Rogers, 
Assistant Adjutant at the Dayton 
Home, said Johnson has been sub- 
ject to “queer” spells for some 
time. Records at the institution 
showed he had served in the Span-

It also was learned that the 
conference which is to begin next 
Friday in Ogden, Utah, to organ- 
ize the Western States for Gov. 
Smith will be presided over by 
former Governor Nelije Ross of 
Wyoming.*Mrs, Ross is a dry. Her 
State was formerly extremely 
friendly to the so-called “progres- 
sive dry” cause. 

Recently Mrs. Ross paid a visit 
to Gov, Smith and Mrs. Smith at 
Albany while studying the record 
of the New York Governor. She 
made no secret of the good impres- 
sion Smith had made. Now word 
comes from Utah, that the West 
has so far changed its attitude to- 
ward the Governor that it sees 
nothing illogical in putting a pro- 
nounced prohibitionist in the lea/- 
ership of his boom there. 

Another thing which emphasized 
the split among the drys was the 
information that Hollins Randolph 
of Atlanta, Ga., has joined in the 
movement for the abrogation of 
the two-thirds rule on which the 
remnants of the old anti-Smith 
crowd are counting to deadlock 
the convention. At the 1924 con- 
vention he was one of the most 
earnest McAdoo supporters. 

Récently he has given assurance 
that if Smith were fairly nominat- 
ed he would be one of these to 
see to it that the New York Gov- 
ernor carried Georgia.

The fact that Durbin is trying to 
Organize an anti-Smith conference 
was taken by many as an explana- 
tion of the currency which the 
name of former Secretary of War 
Baker is gaining the former Mc- 
Adoo followers.

Callahan added 
the name of former Gov. J. G. W. 
Beckham of Kentucky, Senator 
Barkley of he same State and Gov. 
Donahey of Ohio. He predicted 
Beckham would be a big figure in 
the national convention if he is 
elected Governor of Kentucky in 
November. Word already had gone 
through the State, he sald, that if 
Beckham were elected Smith would 
get no Kentucky delegates.

| Legionnaires trod the battlefields 


yesterday, ploughing 
their way through rain-soaked, 


sodden and slimy stretches. Cha- 
teau Thierry and Belleau Wood, 
scenes of the first American vic- 
tory in the war, were selected by 
many for the first pilgrimage. 
Some saw the grim landscape for 
the first time. Some—men of the 
Second and Third Divisions—knew 
it when every bush hid a deadly 
German machine gun nest and 
they had to wallow for hours in 
shell holes filled with yellow, 
muddy water. 

They were silent as they sur- 
veyed the dark masses of the un- 


of France 


. dergrowth in Belleau Wood. Some 


were.there with wives whom they 
had brought to show the place 
where they fought during the great 
adventure. And still silent they 
remained as they led the way 
throtgh the wood, recalling mem- 
ories that suddenly shot sharp 
and clear through the haze of a 
decade. 

Some sought out the spot where 
some particularly dramatic  inci- 
dent had happened. There was 
Harvey L. Wells. After minutes 
of hesitation, he exclaimed: “I 
think I can find it.. Come on.” He 
plunged into the woods and 
plugged through the mire, skirting 
soggy shell holes, until he stopped 
with a cry of “Here it is,” and 
gazed over a tiny piece of under- 
growth barely 10 yards square, but 
cut in two by a deep ditch. 

Recalis Captain's Death. 

“Yes,” he said, “this is where 
poor Capt. Williams fell. He had 
ordered me out to see what the 
Germans were doing. I walked 
forward a few paces, then from 
that group of trees yonder an un- 


suspected German machine gun be- | 


gan to rattle. 

“I dropped into one of those 
double earth shelters that look like 
coffins. Williams, seeing nothing 
was possible on my side, crawled 
out himself and skirted that clump 
of trees. He tried to get around 
them. A bullet knocked him down. 
too, and then as he was being 
carried back in a stretcher a shell 
burst on us and the Captain was 
killed.” 

Wells belonged to the Fifth Ma- 
rines. He was in Belleau Wood 
for 37 days and was able to rec- 
ognize every feature of the sector. 
missing only some rocks which had 
been smashed by artillery since he 
was there. 

Then there was M. J. Griffiths 
of. Philadelphia. He was in the 
Medical Corps. He, too, was in 
Belleau Wood and easily found 
spots where he had learned what 
war ig. On the other side of Cha. 
teau Thierry there was the little 


3 | village of Fossoy, deserted in those 


days of 1918 and for a time he 
found shelter and even comfort in 
the castle from which the owners 
had fled. 

“There was a dandy cellar, J 
remember,” he said. 

Griffiths quit the bus and the 
rest of the party to walk down the 
lane to find it. The castle 
still standing, but battered and 
patched. The owners, an elderly 
French couple, were at home. They 
gave the American a warm wel- 


stored home and pressed cordial 


hospitality upon him. 

“Where is the family picture 
that hung on that wall?” asked the 
American. “And the wonderful oak 
sideboard that stood there? And 
that curious inlaid table?’ 


“Destroyed,” replied his hosts 
with a melancholy smile, “in the 
fighting after you had left.” 

These are typical incidents of 
the first days of the pilgrimage.

$120,000,000 BOND 


Out How This Would 
Enable Opening of Traf- 
fic Arteries. 


fhe widening of State highways 
leading into St. Louis, as recen‘ly 
proposed editorially by the Post- 
Dispatch, is an absolute necessity 
to efficient use of ‘Missouri's road 
system, Roy C. Britton, president 
of the Automobile Club of Missouri, 
deciared today. 

Britton asserted that the elimi- 
nation of the bottle-necks in the 
road system as formed by  58t. 
Charles, Manchester, Gravois and 
Lemay Ferry roads, could best be 
brought about through the passaze 
of a $120,000,000 State bond issue 
proposed by the Automobile Club. 

The agitation for wide roads ner 
populous centers to care not on'y 
for through tourist traffic but for 
local trade as well, has gained ad- 
ditional emphasis recently by the 
establishment of the Wellston Ken- 
nel Club racetrack on St. Charles 
road. 


road normally carried a heavy 
traffic, and the addition of hun- 
dreds of machines bound to the 
dog track nightly brought traffic 
down to little better than walking 
speed. It was to this condition, 
particularly, that the Post-Dispath 
pointed in urging wider roads, such 
as are already provided in other 
cities, 

State Must Lend a Hand. 
“The time has come,” Britton 
said, “when the traffic needs of 
the populous communities must be 
cared for or the State highway sys- 
tem as a whole will have failed 
to serve its complete purpose. Ex- 
perience has taught that in cen- 
ters like Kansas City and 8t. Louis. 
where the congestion is always 
with us, wider and more roads are 
required. 

“As an illustration, St. Louls has 
but four 18-foot State roads lead- 
ing through the county to the 
corporate limits. Even now they 
are so congested as to make them 
unsafe and impracticable. They 
retard the movement of traffic so 
radically that the efficiency of a 
great part of the State road system 
i impaired.” 

Former State Senator John M. 
Malang, head of the good roade 
committee of the Automobile Club, 
explained how the proposed bond 
issue wuld remedy conditions. 

“The $60,000,000 bond issue is 
“There are 
no State or county funds to widen 
the St. Louis entrances. The pro- 
posed bond issue, however, pro- 
vides the machinery and funds to 
remedy conditions. Of the full 
amcunt, it is proposed to spend 
$60,000,000 on completion of our 


‘| present system of 7600 miles of 
|| road. 


How Bonds Could Be Used. 

“The remainde:, $60,000,000, 
would be apportioned to localities 
in proportion to their automobile 
license registration. Under that 
arrangement, about 25 per cent, 
$15,000,000, would be coming to 
St. Louis. Several millions more 
would go to St. Louis County. 
Eight or nine millions would go to 
Jackson County and Kansas City. 

“Of course, it is not legally pos- 
sible for 8t. Louis or Kansas City 
to spend the State bond issue mon- 
ey on city streets. Therefore the 
bond issue proposal has this pro- 
vision: That money apportioned 
to cities like St. Louis be spent on 
the improvement of State roads 
within a radius of 50 miles. If the

at $570,000 


Collection Includes Only Manuscript of Fa- 
mous Biographer on Corsica, Letters to 
Sweetheart and Other Correspondence.

NEW YORK, Sept:. 21.—In a 
suitcase, which reposed in the 
purser’s vault in the trip across 
the Atlantic, Col. Ralph H. Isham 
of Glen Head, L. I., brought a 
musty collection of original James 


Boswell manuscripts to America 
yesterday, aboard the White Star 
liner Majestic. 

Some faded and dimmed by time 
but many in excellent state of 
preservation, they remained un- 
known to anyone in an ebony 
chest in a Scottish castle for more 
than a century. While Col. Isham 
would not tell the cost of purchase, 
he valued the collection at nearly 
$570,000 for insurance purposes. 

Boswell scholars regard the col- 
lection as the most extensive and 
valuable in existence and Col. 
Isham's arrival ended a temporary 
mystery concerning the ownership. 
Misunderstanding had arisen from 
a report in a London paper, which 
misquoted Lord Talbot de Mala- 
hide, great-greatgrandson of Bos- 
well, from whom Isham has pur- 
chased the manuscripts. 

-Lord Talbot, according to later 
dispatches had said “the box had 
not been sold,”’ referring to the 
ebony casket containing the valu- 
able and recently discovered collec- 
tion, and not to its contents. 
Isham’s arrival seemed to remove 
the final doubts. 

Great Literary Discovery. 

“The collection,” Isham _ said, 
“I regard as the most remarkable 
literary discovery of the last 
hundred years. I have shown it to 
the officials of the British museum, 
as well as to the Johnsonian 
authorities in England, and they all 
regard it as a remarkable find.” 

In his stateroom, as the Ma- 
jestic came up to the bay, Col. 
Isham showed some of the better 
preserved letters and manuscripts, 
which were all snugly packed ina 
large leather suitcaxe, The letters 
of Sienna, which Beswel!l wrote to 
an early sweetheamn. were excel- 
lently preserved. Thry were writ- 
ten in the large, clea: handwriting 
of the famous biograplLer and bore 
a large sea] with his rest. 

“I regard his collec‘ion as a 
great trust.” Isham said. “an.l 
while [I shall keep it in my own 
collection, it will always be at the 
disposal of students of the Bos- 
well era.” 

Three years were spent, he re- 
lated, in convincing Lord Talbot 
that they should be sold to him 
and Isham stated that he would 


U, S. TO PAY BRITISH PLANE 
FIRM $875,000 IN ROYALTIES 


New Contract Signed Following Sct- 
tlement of Government’s Suit 
Out of Court. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The 


Navy Department has announced 
consummation of a new contract 
with the Handley Page Co., a Brit- 
ish airplane concern, under which 
the Navy will ‘pay royalties, ex- 
pected to reach a total of $875,000 
over a 10-year period of use of 
patents held by the company. At 
the expiration of that time, the 
Government is to have unlimited 
use of the patent. 

The case, which has been in con- 
troversy for some time, grew out 
of a claim for $125,000 filed by 
the Government against the British 
concern after the latter's patents 
had been declared invalid in this 
country. The Government had 
previously paid that amount in roy- 
alties. 

Under the .ew agreement this 
sum is to be deducted from future 
royalty payments. The case was 
settled out of court by the Depart- 
ment of Justice after suit had been 
filed against the company in the 
Courts of Great Britain. 


CRITIC OF MUSSOLINI ACQUITTED

MALMOE, Sweden, Sept. 21.— 
A jury has acquitted Allan Vought, 
editor of the radical Swedish labor 
paper Arbetet of a charge of libel- 
ling Premier Mussolini. The Swed- 
ish ‘Ministry of Justice which had 
him arrested alleged that he had 
exceeded the limits of free speech 
when he called Mussolini an 
“idiot” and a danger to peace.

“Lord Talbot,” he said, “through 
the Boswell side of his family, 
came into possession of the Bos- 
well estate at Auchinleck in Scot- 
land. Being possessed at that time 
of one of the oldest and most mag- 
nificent castles in Ireland, in which 
he resided, he had no wish to OC 
cupy Auchinleck, but journeyed 
there to inspect the contents and 
remove such things as he wished 
to take to Ireland with him. 

Famous Ebony Chest Found. 

“He then discovered the famous 
ebony chest, which Boswell refers 
to in -his will and which was filled 
with private papers, just as Boswell 
had left it. This chest with the 
contents he had removed to his 
Irish castle at Malahide. 

“He also discovered other papers 

in the handwriting of Boswell 
scattered about a disused lumber 
room in Auchinleck castle. These 
he gathered up and took back with 
him as well. 
; “The papers found in the lumber 
room had suffered much from 
damp and many of them crumbled 
to powder on being touched. This 
was evidently the fate of the man- 
uscript of Boswell’s ‘Life of John- 
son,’ as only some 30 pages of this 
manuscript were found which had 
clung together.”’ 

In the collection Isham listed: 
The only manuscript of Boswell’s 
published work—with the excep- 
tion of the fragments of the “Life 
of Johnson”—on the subject of 
Corsica. This manuscript is in ex- 
cellent condition and has a title 
page drafted in Boswell’s own 
hand, showing his preciseness and 
care, 

Other items are letters from 
Roswell to Johnson, Lord Chatham, 
Edmund Burke, Edmund Malone 
and William Temple, with their re- 
plies; love letters of his wife and 
other family correspondence: and 
another, which Isham describes as 
the greatest letter ever written by 
Boswell—eight follo pages contain- 
ing an account of a visit to Vol- 
taire. The collection also con- 
tained a letter from Robert Burns, 
Scotch poet, two letters from Gold- 
smith ard a collection of manu- 
script poems of both Johnson and 
Boswell.

German View Wins in Committee; 
Action Clears Way for New

GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 21. 
—The limitation and reduction of 
armaments must be carried on in- 
dependently of the question of se- 
curity, a special sub-committee on 
disarmament of the League of Na- 
tions’ third commission has de- 
cided. The German delegation has 
for some time been advancing this 
view. Recognition of this prin- 
ciple means that the security prob- 
lem, which wrecked the efforts of 
the preparatory disarmament com- 
mission to draft a treaty, has been 
removed. ©The principle will un- 
doubtedly be approved by the third 
commission and by the League As- 
sembly. 

The preparatory commission, on 
which the United States is repre- 
sented, will, when it reconvenes, 
proceed with the study only of 
technical reduction of armaments. 
At its earlier meetings the United 
States refused to enter into any 
proposed security agreements. 

The resolution of Paul-Boncour 
of France recommending that the 
preparatory commission be _ in- 
structed to study security met com- 
bined German and neutral opposi- 
tion. It probably will be settled, 
however, by creation of a separate 
commission charged with the study 
of security measures. 

Germany's stand for reducing 
the armaments of others rather 
than seeking the privilege of bulld- 
ing up her own armics to allied 
levels brought the smaller nations 
to her support.

Mrs. Emily Newell Blair of Jop- 
lin, Democratic National Commit- 
teewoman from Missouri and as 
Vice-Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee the director of 
women’s work in the party, has no 
intention of resigning either the 
Vice Chairmanship or her place 
on the committee, notwithstanding 
inspired reports which have been 


published. 

Women friends of Mrs. Biair in 
Democratic politics are disposed to 
attempt to trace the origin of the 
reports to the intimate supporters 
of Senator Reed in his campaign 
for the nomination for the Presi- 
dency, because it is a matter of 
Missouri political history that the 
Senator has no friendliness for the 
national committeewoman, and 
likewise that she has no friendli- 
ness for the Senator. 

Mrs. Blair may not, and prob- 
ably will not attempt to interfere 
with the Senator's efforts to obtain 
an instructed delegation from Mis- 
souri, but it is reasonably certain 
she will not ald in the slightest de- 
gree in any of the plans of the 

Reed followers. 

They would prefer in Mrs. 
Blair’s place a woman who could 
be counted upon to aid the Reed 
organization and recently there 
have emanated from ani undis- 
closed source reports that Mrs. 
Blair intended to resign. She has 
indicated that she will not seek re- 
election next year, but has. said 
positively that she intends to re- 
main on the committee until the 
expiration of her term, which con- 
tinues through the next campaign. 

She Denies Rumors, 

As soon as the published reports 

came to Mrs. Blair's attention she 
telegraphed to political friends at 
Democratic National headquarters 
in Washington: “I have no inten- 
tion of resigning vice-chairman- 
ship. My office holds until after 
next election.” 
_ The rumors that 
would relinquish her political 
duties, while not given much 
credence among her women  po- 
litical friends in St. Louis, excited 
them somewhat.

WITH DAYTON PAPERS 


Dispute Over Free Shoppers’ 
Guide Causes Many to 
Withdraw “Ads,” 


DAYTON, ©., sept. 21.—All 
three daily newspapers in Dayton, 
have put their houses in order, re- 
duced the cost of production to 
stay within their income and are 
prepared for a fight to the last 
ditch, in the advertiser's strike, be- 


gun two weeks ago, by the largest 
' users of space in Dayton. 

This situation came 
through the proposal to establish 
in Dayton the shopper’s guide by 
outsiders, who obtained contracts 
from the Jargest advertisers to buy 
space in a paper to be distributed 
free from house to house. Follow- 
ing the first announcements that 
such a free advertising paper was 
to be established James M. Cox. 
publisher of the Dayton News and 
E. G. Burkam, publisher of the 
Herald and the Dayton Journal, 
sent letters to the merchants and 
to the Chamber of Commerce urg- 
ing that the entire matter be re- 
considered and the patronage of 
the newspapers continued in the 
best interests of the city. The let- 
| ter met with no response. 

The advertising copy of the Rike 
Kumler .Co., operating a depart- 
ment store, was rejected by all 
three newspapers after the com- 
pany, one of the largest users of 
space, had signed a contract for 
space in the Shoppers’ Guide for 
a year over the protests of the 
newspapers. The Rike interests 
immediately called a meeting of the 
merchants contracting for space 


in the free paper, stated their po- 
sition in the matter whereupon 20 
other merchants withdrew all ad- 
vertising from the newspapers.

MORE DOLLAR DIPLOMACY. 

In naming Dwight W. Morrow, the New York 
banker, as Ambassador to Mexico, President Coolidge 
has set a new style in diplomatic appointments. 

Mr. Morrow is a partner in the international bank- 
ing house of J. P. Morgan & Co. The House of Mor- 
gan has a great financial stake in Mexico. As our 
Ambassador there, clothed with all the authority of 
the United States Government, Mr. Morrow will be 
ideally situated to watch over this investment. The 
arrangement has all the advantage of putting a prin- 
cipal on the ground instead of an agent. 

It is somewhat as if the State Department, in- 
stead of setting up the puppet Diaz as the President 
of Nicaragua, had given the job to one of the Brown 
Brothers or the Seligmans. 

Mr. Morrow is an old college chum of the Presi- 
dent and a member of the inner circle of the admin- 
istration. He is, incidéntally, the man who gave 
the President the famous electric horse. He has 
been a frequent guest at the White House and on 
the Mayflower. Gossip in Washington for a long 
time has slated him for Secretary of the Treasury 
if Mr. Mellon should retire. 

Evidence repeatedly has been given that Mr. Mor- 

row ranks as one of the closest and most trusted of 
the President’s advisers. In 1925, when something 
had to be done in reply to Gen. Mitchell's charges 
of inefficiency in the air service and his demands 
for unification of the various branches, the President 
set up an investigating board and made Mr. Morrow 
the head of it. He served with suavity and ability. 
The report of the board gave short shrift to the 
Mitchell recommendations. 
Mr. Morrow can be counted upon to serve with 
ability and suavity as Ambassador to Mexico, and to 
give short shrift, however diplomatically, to any ideas 
that may trench upon the President’s policy. 

In choosing a Morgay \partner for the job, the 
President has carried dollfr diplomacy to its logical 
conclusion. We can praise him for his candor while

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THE DEATH PENALTY IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


As was bound to be the case afier the execution of 

Sacco and Vanzetti, Massachusetts is moving against 
the death penalty. Petitions are being circulated in 
the State, and when the Legislature meets there will 
be a determined effort to change the law. 
It is also expected that as a consequence of this 
famous case Massachusetts will follow the example of 
New York, Missouri, New Jersey and most of the 
states, in making it possible for the higher courts in 
criminal cases to review the evidence as well as the 
procedure. The inflexible nature of the Massachu- 
setts procedure, as revealed by the case of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, amazed the civilized world. Countries like 
England, Germany and France were unable to un- 
derstand how any civilized community could retain 
such an archaic procedure as that under which Sacco 
and Vanzetti went to death. 

Indeed, injustice has its uses. We owe to it most 


of the humanizing and civilizing influences working | 
among us today. They do not die in vain who direct | 
our attention to the means by which injustice retains | 
among us its hold. It is safe to say that when the 
Massachusetts Legislature meets the criminal pro- 
cedure of the State will be made as flexible as are 
those of other countries and other states. - It will 
never be possible again for one man, as Judge Thay- 
er @id, to so hold the lives of men in the hollow of his 
hand.. The people of Massachusetts, smarting as they 
are under a world-wide castigation for being so prim- 
itive, will take care of that.

THE AMERICANIZATION OF THE BIBLE. 


The University of Chicago presents an American- 
ized translation of the Bible. Its editor is J. M. Pow- 
is Smith, professor of Old Testament language, and 
his associates are Prof. Gordon of McGill, Prof. Week 
of Toronto and Prof. Waterman of Michigan. Prof. 
Smith explains that the translation seeks to be Amer- 


ican “in the sense that the writings of Lincoln. 
Roosevelt and Wilson are American.”

No doubt this translation is sound and scholarly, 
but its advance notices cannot be said to captivate 
the imagination.

We should think a translator would feel helpless if 
called upon to rewrite the thirteenth chapter, Corin-

MORE FIGHTING IN NICARAGUA. 


Officially the war in Nicaragua is over, but the 
fighting continues. In their latest brush with what 
the State Department terms Nicaraguan outlaws, the 
Marines, aided by the native constabulary, lost three 
dead, while Salgado’s band lost 20 killed and 50 
wounded. Mr. Kellogg, who saw no political signifi- 
cance in the massacre at Ocotal, undoubtedly feels the 
same way about this fight at Telpaneca. What is hap- 
pening is that the United States, having intervened 
on behalf of its own creature, President Adolfo Diaz, 
is now undertaking to crush all opposition to him by 
force of arms. 

Hence those factions of the Nicaraguan liberal 
party who were unwilling to accept the terms laid 
down by the President’s representative, Henry L. 
Stimson, are being sought in the jungles where they 
have gone for refuge and subjected to the persuasion 
of cold steel. One of these factions, headed by Gen. 
Sandino, met the Marines and American bombing 
planes at Ocotal and left 300 dead and many wound- 
ed on the field. Sandino and his band are regarded 
in Nicaragua as patriots, but Secretary Kellogg has 
called them nothing but a gang of common outlaws. 

Gen. Salgado heads another faction which is un- 
willing to accept Adolfo Diaz as President or to sur- 
render its right of revolution at the price of $10 per 
head. To attempt to discredit the guerrillas by call- 
ing them outlaws does not deceive anyone who under- 
stands the recent history of the unfortunate Central 
American republic. 

What has been the result of the resolution 
of the Pan-American Congress, calling upon the 
United States to effect an “immediate withdrawal 
of United States forces on land, sea and air” 
from Nicaragua and deploring the recent “tragic 
events * * * said to have occurred on account of 
the intervention decreed against that free country?” 
Precisely nothing except the diligent prosecution of 
the campaign against those. Nicaraguan guerrillas 
who refuse to be yoked. 

In the meantime, all of Latin America receives each 
new proof of our imperialism with greater distrust 
and unfriendliness. We put our foot into it when we 
chose sid<3 in Nicaragua, and we are getting in deep- 
er all the time. 
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A COMMUNIST TELLS THE WORLD. 

We suggest that the trembling conservatives who 
are fearful of a communist revolution in America 
should ease their fears by considering a recent an- 
nouncement by Karl Radek, European journalist and 
communist apostle. When somebody asked him about 
the possibilities of revolution In the United States, 
he rendered the following dictum: 


How can you expect us to make successful 
propaganda against 23,000,000 motor cars? 


He might, of course, have mentioned the millions of 
radios, victrelas and other luxuries which are widely 
possessed, and which enable the average American 
to feel that he is sharing in the prosperity of the 
wealthy. But the motor car probably clinches the 
point best of all. It reminds us that the surest guar- 
antee against revolution is a high general level of 
material well-being. 

So let the foolish persons who tremble at the mild- 
est economic or political heresy rest at ease. Mr. 
Radek, who would like to see a revolution in Amer- 
ica, has told them there will not be any—that is, so 
long as nearly every family rides in its own car. 
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DEVELOPING THE WATERFRONT. 

St. Louis finally promises to do something about its 
classic eyesore, the waterfront. The City Plan Com- 
mission announces that about January first it will be- 
gin a survey of the properties along the waterfront, 
and will prepare definite proposals for improving 
that area. 

What these proposals will involve is already fore~ 
shadowed by. certain members of the Plan Commis- 
sion and others who have given the matter some 
thought. There will be a system of drives, some be~ 
ing connecting links between streets running toward 
the river, and some main arteries paralleling the 
stream. There is proposed a double-decked highway 
for Third street. There assuredly should be a main 
artery in the nature of Chicago’s famous Wacker 
Drive, which has greatly facilitated the handling of 
traffic and improved property values immensely. 

Important, too, will be the task of tidying up the 
river front and making it less offensive to the eye. 
The term beautifying has been applied to this task, 
and its use no doubt evoked the laughter of toose 
cynically- inclined. But the adjective is nevrerthe 
less justified. The river front can, in spots at irast. 
be made beautiful. There are stretches of it, in fact, 
where dilapidated and worthless structures can sive 
way to parks made intriguing by the hand of the 
landscape architect. 

To realize the material and esthetic possibilities of 
the waterfront constitutes a big job for a vig city. 
But that only makes it more certain that we shall 
perform it. The new civic spirit, which authorized 
the $87,000,000 bond issue, is building the municipal 
plaza, and widening Olive street, will find no insup- 
erable task in developing the waterfront.

PERSONALITY.

EARLY all unbiased travelers who re- 
turn to the United States from any 


protracted tour of Italy are unstinted in 
their praise of the astonishing dictator who 
rules that populous kingdom. They see in- 
dustry booming, they see the utter absence 
of political factionalism, they see a nation 
working like a huge well-oiled piece of ma- 
chinery, each part contributing its proper 
share to the efficiency of the whole. They 
remember, too, that this man Mussolini al- 
most single-handed saved Italy from the 
dire wretchedness of bolshevist rule. And 
So they come back full of enthusiasm for 
the mar who has done things. 

Truly Mussolini has a personality of such 
overwhelming and enduring forcefulness 
that it is impossible not to pay him the 
tribute of admiration. It is also unquestion- 
able that Italy under Mussolini is thriving. 
It is equally beyond dispute that Mussolini 
was the one man who rescued Italy from 
the misery of disintegration under the rule 
of the rabble. 

Yet there may be a broader view. Is 
there any promise of stability in the excel- 
lence of the Mussolini regime? Is the 
benefit to Italy permanent or is the present 
prosperity forced and unnatural and will 
the assassination of Italian constitutiona! 
democracy be punished in the days to come? 

Surely the subjugation of a free people 
to the will of one is a high price to pay for 
any blegsing. It is contrary to all accepted 
principles of government that such an en- 
siavement can bring permanent benefi*. 
For a regime such as that now dominant In 
Italy is dependent almost wholly on the per- 
sonality of an individual, and no individual! 
is eternal. 

Let us, therefore, be somewhat more ju- 
dicious in our praise of the man who is 
just now unquestionably the most eminent 
citizen of the world. In considering Fascism 
let us remember that the story of Fascism 
is not yet told. And let us hold fast to the 
truth that for any civilized n2‘io stitu- 
tional democracy is the best system of gov- 
ernment yet devised. Let us, in short. give 
unstinted praise to the marvelous and al- 
most inexplicable personality of Mussolini, 
and let us acknowledge that what he has 
done is tmmediately very beneficial. but let 
us withhold judgment of the merit of his 
system and wait a long while before admit- 
ting that despotism, however benevolent, is 
the sane and scientific remedy for any na- 
tional ailment,

COAL TROUBLES. 
From the Pittsburg Post-Gazette, 
ABOR difficulties are not the only trou- 


bles of coal. The harassed industry ina 
western Pennsylvania is fighting again to 
keep from discriminatory freight rate dif- 
ferentials, recently shaken off after years 
of oppression. The industry is overdevel- 
oped, over-competitive, has too many mines, 
too many miners. It has failed to enlist 
science, and has permitted research to be 
directed for benefit of consumers alone. 
King Coal, in short, rules a disorderly court, 

These conditions are well known, but 
nothing is done about them. Most of the 
public suffering from the coal troubles is 
not—as commonly supposed—in 
cities, but here in the Pittsburg district. 
Here the coal collapse has starved trade in 
the coal towns, decreased bank deposits and 
savings, emptied houses, driven out popula- 
tion, broken down the health and morale 
of ill-fed, ill-clad, idle workers. The re- 
percussions are far-reaching. Wholesale 
businesses have been hard hit. the prosper- 
ity of the whole district is decreased. Strike 
or no strike, these conditions have been re- 
current. intermixed with brief periods of 
excited production. 

Sooner or later a cure for the troubles 
of coal will be evolved. It ought to come 
from the industry. and not be imposed by 
government. It ought to come from Pitts- 
burg, the greatest capital of coal.

BRIDGE ASSESSMENT 


Delegation Hopes’ to Shorten 
Time in Which St. Charles 
Span May Be Made Free. 


— 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sejt. 21—- 
A delegation of business men from 
St. Charles and St. Louis counties 
appeared before the State Board 
of Equalization yesterday to urge 4 
reduction in the assessment of the 
bridge over the Missouri River at 
St. Charles, as a meang of shorten- 
ing the time in which the bridge 
can be paid for from the proceeds 
of tolls, and made a free bridge. 

The State Tax Commission, in its 
report to the Board o° Equalization 
last Saturday, denied a like re- 
quest for a reduction and recom- 
mended an assessment of $600,000 
for 1927, an increase of $126,116 
over the 1926 assessment. The final 
assessment upon which 1927 taxes 
will be based will be fixed by the 
Board of Equalization. 


Reason for Refusal. 

In declining to make a reduc- 
tion, ur to recommnd removal of 
the assessment entirely, the Tax 
Commission acted upon an opinion 
by the Attorney-General! that the 
bridge could not be exempted from 
t.xation as long as the title was 
in private owners. It also was 
pointed out that the law prohibits 
fractional assessments, in theory at 
least. Members of the commission 
said the j resent earning power of 
the bridge indicated a valuation of 
nearly $2,000,000, although the 
physical value of the property was 
less than the $1,250,000 purchase 
trice agreed upon in the move to 
make the bridge free from tolls. 

A citizens’ committee has 4as- 
sumed the purchase of the bridge 
from the St. Lowis and St. Charles 
Bridge Co., through a contract by 
which the toNs collected are ap- 
plied to the purchase price after 


-+the payment of all expenses, taxes 


and interest. It is estimated five 
or six years will be required to 
complete the purchase. 
State Would Benefit $163. 

The additional taxes the State 
would realize from the $126,116 
increase in assessment would total 
$163 for 1927, but the bridge own- 
ers will be required to pay 10 to 
15 times that amount in additional 
local, county and municipal taxes 
if the increase stands. The State 
rate of 13 cents on the $100 as- 
sessed yaluation is only a small part 
of the total tax rate.

She grew old s0 
soon, old and heavily serious and 
Over-fussy about her health. 

“The two old folks, as they 

called themselves (though George 
Eliot was only forty-one years of 
age),” Miss Haldane writes of the 
novelist and of George Henry 
Lewes. “Old folks” at forty-one! 
We know impertinent though 
charming young persons in their 
late teens to whom fort) ane does 
seem remote antgquity, but it 
seems so to nobody else nowadays 
—certainly not to forty-one itself. 
But those were the days when 
people took lgfe with appalling ser- 
iousness. “One wonders,” muses 
Miss Haldane, “whether life was 
ever such a solemn or earnest 
thing as in the fifties, sixties and 
seventies, and whether conscience 
was ever so acutely sensitive since 
the days of the Puritan Fathers.” 
George Eliot herself has left in- 
tolerably priggish letters, and she 
seems to have wept all over the 
place at frequent intervals. 
Our period, on the other hand, {s 
often lambasted as flippant. Thank 
heaven it is! There are a few in- 
escapably tragic things in the 
world, but many more that are 
simply ironic, and to smile and 
shrug at life’s ironies is far less 
wearing than to weep or frown. 
Can it perhaps be that when 
women discovered this truth, and 
stopped taking everything s0 
seriously, they really began to stay 
young?

(This is the first of three articles 
by Mrs. Parsons founder of the 
League to Stay Young, who has 
come into prominence through lec- 
tures and books on physical and 
mental training. Some years ago, 
when she was director of the Dra- 
matic Arts Department of a college, 
she found that many girls were un- 
able of ezpress themselves. because 
they lacked the power to co-ordi- 
nate brain and muscle, and through 
years of work she evolved her 
method of physical-mental training.) 


N a book written many years 
| the late Ward McAllister de- 

scribed New York society as 400 
people who were at ease in a ball- 
room. After his “Four Hundred” 
had become a synonym for s0- 
ciety he pushed his criticism fur- 
ther along the line of elimination 
by saying that not more than ten 
of the 400 could be depended upon 
to walk gracefully across a ball- 
room alone. I wonder what he 
would say if he could look in on 
New York’s big and little gather- 
ings now. 
Whenever I see a young woman 
come shuffling into a drawing 
room with the debutante slouch or 
striding in with athletic steps, I 
say to myself:
